‘Another Padlock on POW Cells’ 
McGovern Charges 
'New Escalation' 


WASHINGTON (UPI)-Sen. 
George S. McGovern, D-S.D., 
says intensified bombing of 
North Vietnam has put “ ano­ 
ther padlock” on the cells of 
U.S. prisoners of war. 
The Democratic presiden­ 
tial candidate said the bom­ 
bing raids this week were a 
“ new escalation” that belied 
President Nixon’s claims the 
war is winding down. 
“ This shocking escalation of 
the aerial assault on North 
Vietnam sinks us deeper into 
the quagmire of Indochina 
and, more important, makes 
it certain that none of our 
prisoners will be released,” 
McGovern said Monday. “ It 
puts another padlock on their 
cells.” 
McGovern said the raids 
were a “ final confession of 
the bankruptcy of the Nixon 
policy of Vietnamization.” 
“ After 10 years of assis­ 
tance, over 55,000 American 
lives and more than $100 bil­ 
lion American dollars, 
the 
major efforts are still All- 
American,” McGovern said. 
Another member of Con­ 
gress, Rep. Lester L. Wolff, 
D-N.Y., urged Nixon to ad­ 
dress the nation on the air 
war in Indochina. 
“ I respectfully request you 


to present to the American 
people a full report on the ex­ 
tent of the current air cam­

derstandings” which led to 
the Nov. 1, 1968 bombing halt 
called by former President 
Lyndon B. Johnson.

litarized Zone, stopping the 
s h e l l i n g of major South 
Vietnamese cities, 
allowing 
unarmed American reconnais­

tions at the Paris talks. 
North Vietnam has denied 
it agreed to the points. 
Laird said that during the 
month of September, “ more 
planes of every type have 
been attacked than in any 
other month since I 
have 
been secretary of defense.” 
He said the U.S. air raids 
were “ limited duration pro­ 
tective reaction strikes” de­ 
signed to protect the remain­ 
ing American forces in Viet­ 
nam. 
The Defense Secretary said 
the Pentagon was working on 
a report to Congress on bom­ 
bing in Indochina. 
“ I would point out, how­ 
ever, that contrary to the im­ 
pression that some have, we 
have 
substantially 
reduced 
the air activities in Southeast 
Asia,” Laird said. 
SANE, an antiwar group, 
Monday sent presidential ad­ 
viser Henry Kissinger a letter 
c o n t e n d i n g the air raids 
would create “ more POWS, 
more casualties and more re­ 
sistance.”

Nixon To Ask $500 Million 
For Soaring Welfare Costs 


W A S H I N G T O N (U PI) 
—-President Nixon will ask 
Congress for more than $500 
million to help states meet 
the soaring costs of welfare, 
administration 
sources 
said 
today. 


Welfare costs jumped near­ 
ly 27 per cent last year to 
$16.3 billion, with the federal 
government footing 
52 per 
cent of the bill. A new survey 
by the HEW expects no sig­ 
nificant cost 
increase 
this 
year. 


The timing and form of the 
President’s request is unde­ 
cided. HEW sources said the 
administration may not seek 
the money until spring. 
But the money would be 
used during this fiscal year, 
which ends July 1, to provide 
“ emergency fihcal relief” for 
cost increases in federally- 
aided welfare programs and 
could prove to be an election 


year 
sweetener 
for 
hard- 
pressed states. 


Under the proposal, the fed­ 
eral government would pay 
for all cost increases in feder­ 
ally-aided welfare programs 
—for families headed by fe­ 
males, the blind, aged and 
disabled —up to 20 per cent 
above last year’s spending le­ 
vel. 


T h e 
new 
HEW 
survey 
showed that this would cost 
the government $515.4 million, 
with eight states getting over 
70 per cent of the money. They 
are California, $98.6 million; 
Illinois $40.7 million; Massa­ 
chusetts, $33.1 million; Michi­ 
gan, $34.7 million; New Jersey, 
$24 million; New York, $78.3 
million; Ohio, $21.1 million and 
Pennsylvania, $38.1 million. 


The administration commit­ 
ment to seek the funds has 
been clearly stated several 
times. The most recent state- 


ment came when HEW Se­ 
cretary Elliot L. Richardson 
told 
the 
American 
Public 
Welfare Association Dec. 9: 


“ The administration has en­ 
dorsed, in concept, a proposal 
to include in HR 1 (the wel­ 
fare reform bill) a provision 
offering the states about $1 
billion in emergency fiscal re­ 
lief for public assistance ex­ 
penses in fiscal years 1972 
and 1973...”

Report Commercial Pact 
Between Malta, Soviets

SAARBRUECKEN, Germa­

Hundreds 
of 
armed riot police with dogs 
criss-crossed a forest today in 
search of three bandits who 
stole $96,700 from a Cologne 
bank and fled using two po­ 
lice officials as hostages. 


The fugitives were believed 
hiding in Kirkeler Wald, a 
w o o d s 
covering 
several 
square miles on the French 
border near Saarbruecken. It 
was near the border that the 
bandits released the hostages 
and abandoned their getaway 
vehicle.

Police were alerted by an

bank and shot out the tires of

bandits’ 
getaway 
car. 


SEOUL (U PI)—The owner 
of the Hotel Taeyongak and 
seven other persons, including 
three 
city 
officials, 
were 
charged today in connection 
with the fire at the hotel 
Christmas day which killed 
159 persons and injured 68 
others. 
The owner. Kim Yong-san, 
four other hotel executives 
and three city officials were 
c h a r g e d with professional 
negligence, 
improper 
con­ 
struction of a building and 
failure to conduct a proper in­ 
spection. 
Investigators also said the 
hotel management was war­ 
ned May 15 to improve its 
emergency facilities and fire 
fighting equipment. 
The hotel, a 22-story luxury 
facility in downtown Seoul, 
was only two years old. In­ 
vestigators said it lacked an 
emergency isolation system 
which would turn each floor 
into a separate compartment 
and outside fire escapes. 
The hotel operated without 


final official approval of the 
government and never met 
required safety 
regulations. 
Investigators said the 
ma­ 
nagement “ maneuvered” to 
get city approval. 
The Taeyongak fire was the 
worst hotel blaze in history. A 
fire at the Winecoff Hotel in 
Atlanta on Dec. 7, 1946, killed 
119 persons, the largest num­ 
ber of fatalities before the 
Seoul incident. 
Authorities said 
the 
fire 
started in a second floor cof­ 
fee shop and quickly spread 
throughout the 22-story build­ 
ing. Many victims died trying 
to leap to safety from the up­ 
per floors. 
Fire truck rescue ladders 
reached only to the eighth 
floor and dense smoke ham­ 
pered 
attempts 
to 
rescue 
guests with helicopters. The 
dead included one American, 
a civilian official at an Amer­ 
ican Air Force base. 
Officials said many of the 
bodies were burned beyond 
recognition.

“ What I had in mind when 
I drafted the document—and 
remember, only the President 
can attach conditions to a 
pardon—was that Mr. Hoffa 
should be able to perhaps ex­ 
press his opinion on things,” 
said Traylor. 
Hoffa, 
59, 
was 
released 
from federal prison at Lewis- 
burg, 
Pa., 
Thursday 
after 
serving nearly five years of a 
13-year sentence for jury tam­ 
pering and mail fraud. 
He returned to Detroit Mon­ 
day and met with his parole 
o f f i c e r who warned him 
against “ direct or indirect” 
control of the union he helped 
start as a teen-aged dock 
worker. 
Hoffa 
told 
newsmen 
he 
asked for permission to spend 
60 to 90 days in Florida with 
his wife, Josephine, wlwAi^s 
a heart ailment. He saa'd he 
also sought permission to vis­ 
it with union acoc.aintances. 
Traylor admitted that Hof­ 
fa’s opinions could have a 
strong influence on the two- 
milliovi - member teamsters 
union. 


“ It’s very difficult to really 


draw a fine line,” he said re­ 


garding the indirect manage­ 
ment clause of the parole con­ 
dition. “ It’ll be up to the 
board of parole.”

Agency said Sadat “ explained 
the situation from all its ang­ 
les” to the 360-members of 
the People’s Council (Parlia- 
ment)and the 239-strong Cen­ 
tral Committee of the Arab 
Socialist Union, Egypt’s only 
political party. 


Cairo Radio said Sadat then 
asked the joint session to 
“ participate 
in 
formulating 
the crucial decision.” Govern­ 
ment officials said Abdel Sa- 
lam Zayyat, the first secret­ 
ary of the Socialist Union, 
would make a public state­ 
ment later.

Atlanta Mayor Insists Annex 
Plan Not Racially Motivated 


ATLANTA (U PI) — Mayor 
Sam Massed unveiled a plan 
Monday to expand Atlanta’s 
boundaries, 
reducing 
the 
city’s black majority to a mi­ 
nority. 


Massed, 
Atlanta’s 
liberal 
mayor, conceded that his plan 
would iraw opposition both 
from inner city blacks whose 
political clout would be di­ 
luted, 
and 
from 
suburban 
w h i t e 
conservatives 
who 
would be annexed into the city. 


Massed, 
44, 
insisted 
his 
proposal 
was 
not 
racially 
motivated, but said it ref­ 
lected a desire to put the city 
on a sounder financial foot­ 
ing. Arnexing the suburban 
area, 
Massed 
said, 
would 
stem the flow of whites from 
the inner city and prevent the 
cjfcy trombecoming “ ad black 
and ad poor.’ 
Under Massell’splan, to be 
submitted to the State Legis­ 
lature 
next 
yer, 
Atlanta 
would increase ii size from 
136 
square 
miles to 309.7 
miles. The city’s oopulation 
would increase fron 496,984 
to 547,013. 


But the ratio of blacks to 


whites would change from 52 


per cent blacks and 48 per 


cent whites to 47 per cent 


black and 53 per cent white. 


The area to be annexed into 
the 
city, 
under 
Massed’s 
proposal, would include the 
wealthiest and most exclusive 
suburban areas surrounding 
the city’s North Side. 


Residents in the area repea­ 
tedly have turned down, by 
referendum, efforts to annex 
them. 


B u t 
Massed’s 
proposal 
would avoid a referendum, 
having the State Legislature 
r e d r a w the city’s boun­ 
daries. 


To draw support for his an­ 
nexation proposal from some 
key legislators south of the 
city, Massed endorsed ano­ 
ther proposal to make their 
area annexation-proof. Under 
the second proposal, areas 
south of the city would be in­ 
corporated into another su­ 
burban municipality, College 
Park. 
College Park, under 
the proposal, would be ex­ 


panded from 8.9 square miles 
to 198.2 square miles, and its 
population 
would 
increase 
from 18,203 to 42,148. 
College Park’s 
population 
would remain 85 per cent 
white 
after expansion, 
the 
same white-black ratio it cur­ 
rently has. 
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U.S. Nears First Foreign Trade Deficit in 78 Years 


WASHINGTON (U PI) -The 


United States continues to­ 


ward its first annual foreign 


trade deficit in 78 years. Im­ 


ports exceeded 
exports 
by 
$227.2 million in November. 


The deficit for last month 
brought the deficit for the 
first II 
months of 1971 
to 
$1.719 billion, 
a Commerce 
Department report showed to­ 
day. 


But while another deficit 
was recorded in November, it 
was well below the record 
$821.4 million gap in October. 
Government officials said it 
was possible the trade deficit 
for the year could reach $2 
billion. A few months ago 
they had predicted the deficit 
would be no more than $1 bil­ 
lion. The last time the United 
States recorded 
an 
annual 
tlefici't was in 1893. 


The United States regist­ 
ered trade surpluses during 
the first three months of 1971, 
but this was followed by five 
straight months of deficits. 
There was a $265.4 million 
surplus in September. 
The Commerce Department 
said November trade figures 
reflected the influence of the 
West, East and Gulf Coast 
dock strikes. Officials said, 
however, yiey could not pre­ 


cisely measure the impact. 
Trade 
deficits 
played 
a 
large role in President Ni­ 
xon’s decision in August to 
put his new economic policy 
into effect. That policy in­ 
cluded the floating of the dol­ 
lar in foreign exchange and 
the imposition of a 10 per 
cent surcharge upon foreign 
goods 
entering 
the 
United 
States. 
E a r l i e r this month the 


United States agreed to de­ 
value the dollar and, in re­ 
turn for revision of exchange 
rates for other currencies, an­ 
nounced it would remove the 
surcharge. 
The November trade deficit 
came despite the fact the sur­ 
charge was in effect. The sur­ 
charge was designed to curb 
imports 
by 
making 
them 
more expensive on the Ameri­ 
can market.

Thieves Could Steal Makings for 
Poor Man's A-Bomb Says Scientist 


PHILADELPHIA (UPI) - 
Thieves easily could steal ma­ 
terials with which to make 
atomic bombs and provide 
them 
to 
extremist 
organ­ 
izations or foreign countries, 
a scientist said today. 
Dr. Theodore B. Taylor, 
president of the International 
Re s e a r c h and Technology 
Corp. of Washington, D.C., 
said that now is the time to 
take rigid precautions against 
the possibility of such theft 
before disaster occurs. 
Speaking 
at 
the 
annual 
meeting of the American As­ 
sociation for the Advance- 


ment of Science, Taylor said, 
without naming names, that 
he knew of “ many situations 
where quantities of fissionable 
materials sufficient for sever­ 
al nuclear explosions are not 
protected by armed guards, 
major physical barriers or in­ 
trusion alarms. 
Fissionable materials now 
in nuclear reactors generating 
power around the country are 
more loosely guarded than 
banks 
and 
armored 
cars, 
Taylor said. 
If these materials are sto­ 
len, he said they “ could sup­ 
ply an illegal national or in­ 
ternational 
market, be 
in­ 


corporated 
into 
crude 
but 
highly destructive nuclear ex­ 
plosives for use by extremist 
organizations, or be acquired 
by countries that want to 
make nuclear explosives but 
do not have direct access to 
the required materials.” 
He said several kilograms 
of nuclear materials now are 
in civilian hands and the 
amount available is increas­ 
ing as nuclear power plants 
multiply. 
The knowledge, maerials 
and 
facilities 
required 
to 
make nuclear explosives with 
yields at least as high as a 
few tons of high explosives 


Splattered by Tomato 
HHH Asks for New Relationship 
Between Science and Politics

Humphrey told scientists it 
was time for “ a new relation­ 
ship between science and po­ 
litics,” a tomato sailed out of 
a group of hecklers Monday, 
hit the lectern and aplattered 
the former vice president’s 
face and tie. 
When the tomato splattered 
against the lectern, Humph­ 
rey wiped off his face and tie 
and said,

One of the protesters, Uni­ 
versity of Michigan psychiatr­ 
ist Richard Kunnes, was ar­ 
rested in the incident, but de­ 
nied throwing the tomato and 
was released. 
Anthrpologist 
Margaret 
Me a d a s k e d Humphrey, 
“ Shouldn’t 
you 
alert 
the 
people to the fact that the 
war is being terribly esca­ 
lated now over North Viet­ 
nam?” 
“ I do think this is the ap­ 
propriate time and occasion. I 
support total disengagement,” 
Humphrey replied. 
Later, he signed a petition 


drawn up by Chicago 7 defen­ 
dant John Froines which cal­ 
led for setting a date for 
withdrawal of all U.S. forces 
from Vietnam. 
Later} during a quest'on 
and answer session after his 
speech to the American Asso­ 
ciation for the Advancement 
of Science, the 1968 Demo­ 
cratic presidential candidate 
from Minnesota said, “ I be­ 
lieve in total withdrawl of all 
U.S. forces and I don’t be­ 
lieve in residual sources or 
supportive assistance for the 
(President) Thieu regime (in 
South Vietnam).” 
As Humphrey spoke, pest­ 
ers hung around the lectern 
read, “ Humphrey Wanted for 
Murder,” “ Humphrey Kills” 
and “ Humphrey is a Pimp 


for U.S. Imperialism.” 
Although he broke some­ 
what with the Johnson admin­ 
istration’s Vietnam 
policies 
late in the 1968 campaign. 
Humphrey initially supported 
President Nixon’s handling of 
the war. 
About 500 scientists listened 
to Humphrey’s speech at the 
Sheraton Hotel. Among them 
were 
about 
30 
protes­ 
ters, members of a group cal­

Christmas Traffic 
Claimed 645 Lives

Traffic accidents during the 
three-day Christmas holiday 
weekend claimed 645 lives 
—25 more than a National 
Safety Council estimate be­ 
fore the 78-hour period began. 
The 645 deaths was 
141 
above last year’s total for the 
C h r i s t m a s period and 40 
above the 595 deaths reported 
over the 102-hour Thanksgiv­ 
ing weekend. 
Only two states, Idaho and 
Maine, and the District of Co­ 
lumbia get through the week­ 
end without traffic fatalities. 
The final United Press In­ 
ternational count also showed 
63 persons killed in fires, 10 
were killed in plane crashes 
and 38 died in other accidents. 
The National Safety Council 
had estimated that betv/een 


520 and 620 persons would die 
in traffic accidents between 6 
p.m. local time Thursday and 
midnight Sunday. 
“ A fast-growing population 
combined with a tremendous

Computer Credited With 


Sidelining Bad Drivers 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -A 
computer which stores the 
names of more than 3 million 
persons with poor driving re­ 
cords has helped cut the num­ 
ber of dangerous drivers on 
the road. 
The National Driver Regist­ 
er Service adds an average of 
3,000 new names daily. The 
computer system is operated 
by the Transportation Depart- 
m e n t ’ s National Highway 
T r a f f i c S a f e t y Admin­ 
istration. 
Federal officials said the 


system obviously is cutting 
the number of dangerous dri­ 
vers on the road as states 
deny licenses to drivers with 
poor records. 
Before

started 10 years ago, state of­ 
ficials had no way of check­ 
ing whether an applicant for 
a driver’s license had lost his 
license in another state. 
All 50 states now submit the 
names of drivers whose li­ 
censes either have been re­ 
voked or whose applications 
have been denied.

Russ Defector 


Changes Mind, 
Returns Home 


WASHINGTON (UPI) —A 
Soviet defector has returned 
home at his own request after 
more than two months in the 
United States during which he 
briefed American intelligence 
officials, the State department 
announced Monday. 
The man was identified as 
Anatoly Kuzmich Chebotar- 
yey, a major in the Russian 
military intelligence branch. 
He boarded a Soviet airliner 
Sunday night after immigra­ 
tion authorities decided fol­ 
lowing a hearing that he was 
returning of his own free will. 
A State Department spokes­ 
man, Charles W. Bray III, 
said “ There is absolutely no 
suggestion whatever from any 
aspect of this case that he 
was a plant.” But other U.S. 
officials said they would have 
a close look at information 
Chebotaryev provided while 
living in a Washington apart­ 
ment with a U.S. intelligence 
agent. 
The State Department said 
Chebotaryev, about 35, de­ 
fected to the United States on 
Oct. 3, while he was attached 
to a Soviet trade mission in 
Brussels under the listing “ an 
engineer.”

with

gorous enjoyable health.” 


Doctors said they are “ now 
sure that a checkup every 
year for healthy young adults 
and school age children is 
much more frequent than is 
really necessary.” 


However, the article in the 
organization’s quarterly bulle­ 
tin 
“ Planning 
for 
Health,” 
said that an initial thorough 
physical examination should 
be 
taken. 
After 
that, 
the 
length of time between exam­ 
inations depends largely on 
the age group. 


—For school age children, 
check-up examinations every 
three years are adequate. 


—For 
healthy 
adults

their 20’s, physical check-ups 
every three years also are 
adequate. 
—For those in their 40’s an 
examination every 18 months 
to two years was desirable. 
—For those in their 50’s, or 
older an annual examination 
was recommended.

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EDITORIALS 
The New America 


Time and ev ents hav e shaped a new America. The 
eco no mic sy stem, the structure o f g o v ernment, the 
techno lo g y o f liv ing , the temperament o f the peo ple 
and ev en relig io us and mo ral precepts bear little 
resemblance to tho se prev ailing in the America o f 
y esterday . If an epitaph is needed fo r y esterday ’s 
America, it can be fo und in a co lumn by Mr. Leo ­ 
nard Wiener o f the Chicag o Daily News Serv ice re­ 
po rting the v irtual demise o f the teleg ram as a 
means o f co mmunicatio n. The America o f Samuel 
F. B. Mo rse, the teleg raph key and the Western 
Unio n bo y o n a bicy cle no lo ng er ex ists. 
The new America — the America o f mo o n flig hts, 
co mputerizatio n, auto matio n, satellites, the disap­ 
pearing wo rkweek, so aring public debt and a quasi­ 
so cialist state — is still hazy in its newness. Ev en 
the ex perts who hav e presided o v er the birth o f the 
new baby are no t certain what they hav e wro ug ht. 
As the natio n mo v es thro ug h the numbered phases 
o f wag e-price and o ther eco no mic co ntro ls, fo recast­ 
ing the future is a chancy undertaking at best. Busi­ 
ness cy cles reflecting the wax ing and waning o f sup­ 
ply and demand in a free market, fo r the mo ment 
at least, hav e g o ne the way o f the teleg ram. Ho pe­ 
fully , the o utline o f o ur new America will beco me 
clearer in 1 97 2 as the trav ail o f Viet Nam recedes 
and env iro nmentalism assumes less hy steric pro ­ 
po rtio ns. The big g est pro blem co uld turn o ut, to be 
ho w to preserv e a semblance o f indiv idual freedo m 
in the U.S. o f the 1 97 0’s. 
Mo re and mo re, preserv atio n o f freedo m will 
co me do wn to understanding the essential ro le o f 
the priv ate enterprise business o rg anizatio n as a 
pro ducer, jo b pro v ider and tax pay er. The new 
America has seen as unprecedented wav e o f attack 
o n the business sy stem — a sy stem that hav e g iv en 
mo re peo ple mo re o f the g o o d thing s o f life than 
any o ther sy stem in the histo ry o f mankind. If this 
sy stem is to surv iv e in the new America, peo ple 
must reco g nize its v irtues as well as its faults. They 
must reco g nize that big business is as essential as 
little business. As Time mag azine has co mmented, 
“ Size can bring so cial benefits, to o — and smallness 
is no g uarantee o f either efficiency o r v irtue 
. . . ” 
Tho se who wo uld like to turn wag e and price co n­ 
tro ls, fo r ex ample, into weapo ns ag ainst big busi­ 
ness mig ht no te the wo rds o f the archcritic o f big 
business, Mr. Jo hn Kenneth Galbraith, who has o b­ 
serv ed that, “ The no tio n that y o u can g et alo ng with­ 
o ut mo dern o rg anizatio n is strictly ro mantic. If y o u 
think o therwise, try taking a trip to the mo o n.” 


Equity or Anarchy 


Attempts during the past sev eral y ears to fo rce 
industrial ty pe unio nism o n ag riculture with the 
help o f strikes and natio nwide bo y co tts o f farm pro ­ 
ducts, such as table g rapes, hav e po sed an unprece­ 
dented threat to the ability o f U.S. ag riculture to 
maintain the hig h pro ductiv ity lev els that hav e 
spelled the difference between famine and plenty in 
the United States. Mo re lately , maritime strikes 
hav e tied up majo r po rts. Many read abo ut these 
strikes witho ut fully understanding the implicatio ns 
o f ag ricultural disaster they ho ld. 
William J. Kuhfuss, president o f the American 
Farm Bureau federatio n, which represents nearly 
two millio n member farm families, no t lo ng ag o de­ 
clared,” . . . the Gulf po rts strike has stalled o ur 
so y bean ex po rt shipments rig ht at harv est time. 
So v beans are o ur larg est ex po rt cro p— mo re than 
$1 .5 billio n last y ear. What’s ev en mo re impo rtant is 
that failure to deliv er may cause fo reig n buy ers to 
lo o k elsewhere fo r future supplies.” He po inted o ut 
that strikes such as this, as well as the unprece­ 
dented use o f the fo o d bo y co tt by tho se try ing to 
fo rce unio n o rg anizatio n o f farm wo rkers in g rapes, 
lettuce and o ther co mmo dities, po int to the need fo r 
reappraisal o f labo r leg islatio n by Co ng ress. He 
made emphatically clear that, “ We are no t o ppo sed 
to unio n o rg anizatio n o r the rig ht to barg ain co llec­ 
tiv ely , but there sho uld be so me equity amo ng the 
g ro ups in o ur eco no my . We arc o ppo sed to mo no po ­ 
ly whether it be in ag riculture, industry , o r labo r.” 
It is beco ming increasing ly ev ident that when the 
rig ht to strike threatens the co ntinuity o f a natio n’s 
fo o d supply and the mo v ement o f fo o d in inter­ 
natio nal co mmerce, we are but o ne step remo v ed 
fro m making the cho ice between enactment o f equi­ 
table labo r laws — o r anarchy .

No Ex perience 
The su ccessfu l indu strialist 
who takes a Washing ton job 
withou t prior ex perience 
in 
g ov ernm ent is a familiar fig ­ 
u re. In the Eisenhower Ad­ 
ministration they filled a v a r­ 
iety of hig h offices and, for 
the most part, they fou nd the 
ex perience fru strating and de­ 
feating . With notable ex cep­ 
tions they were eag er to re­ 
tu rn as soon as possible to 
the little, 
old 
shop, 
which 
m ig ht be a mu ltimillion:dollar 
corporation, back home. 
P ackard bore 
a su perficial 
resem blance to the ty pe. He 
fou nd the processes of g ov ­ 
ernm ent irksome, often m ad­ 
dening , and he wou ld speak 
som etimes 
nostalg ically 
of 
g oing back to his little shop 
in California which happened 
to be a $400 million enter­ 
prise. Bu t with determination

While he was often brou g ht

In a final press conference 
this massiv e, reticent, u nflap­ 
pable m an spoke some of the 
thing s long on his mind.

The Vietnam story , like a 
reru n of a bad mov ie, is re ­ 
peating itself across the bor­ 
der in Cambodia.

Nol has plu ng ed his g ov ern­ 
m ent into disarray . His top 
aides hav e sou g ht, in v ain, to 
persu ade him to step down. 
Now they are talking omi­ 
nou sly of a cou p. 


The military effort to stop a 
com m u nist takeov er is flou n- 
d e r i n g . Commu nist forces 
hav e now su rrou nded Cam ­ 
bodia’s capital, Phnom Penh, 
on three sides. 


The U.S., ty pically , is try ­ 
ing to solv e 
the 
crisis 
by 
ru shing m ore su pplies to bail 
ou t Lon Nol. Becau se of con­ 
g ressional 
opposition, 
some 
su pplies 
are being 
sneaked 
throu g h the back door by way 
of Indone*ia. The U.S. is also 
bring ing pressu re u pon other 
allies to come to Lon Nol’s 
aid. 
A secret intellig ence report, 
meanwhile, describes him as 
“ a sick m an, both phy sically 
and mentally . . . His m em o­ 
ry is fau lty , and he tends to 
m ake snap ju dg m ents withou t 
reference to any thing any one 
has told him .” 
No less than Am erican A m­ 
bassador Em ory Swank, in a 
report 
intended 
for 
official 
U.S. ey es only , has criticized 
“ Lon Nol’s haphazard, ou t-of- 
channel 
and 
ill-coordinated 
condu ct 
of 
m ilitary 
oper­ 
ations.” 
Swank blam es recent Cam­ 
bodian military rev erses, cost­ 
ing “ su bstantial losses of men 
and equ ipm ent,” u pon “ inef­ 
fectiv e leadership and tactics.” 
Anoiher intellig ence report 
describes 
most 
Cambodian 
g eneral officers as 
“ simply 
incompetent.” It states that 
only one top g eneral, besides 
Lon Nol, “ has the ability and 
force of personality to ex er­ 
cise leadership” at the Chief 
of Staff lev el. 
He is 
identified 
as Brig . 
Gen. Srey Saman, now Cam­ 
bodia’s 
defense 
attache 
in 


Djakarta, the Indonesian cap­ 
ital. Bu t the report adds sad­ 
ly that “ Srey S am an’s person­ 
al au thority is dilu ted by a 
tendency 
toward 
financial 
corru ption.” 


Two 
other 
top 
officers, 
Brig . Gen. Sosthene Fernan­ 
dez and Brig . Gen. Mao Su m 
Khem, are also called “ tech­ 
nically incom petent.” Bu t the

personal 
weaknesses

prev ent them from ex ercising 
effectiv e

ov er

com m anders. 


“ Sosthene Fernandez is an 
inv eterate 
g am bler, 
while 
M ao Su m Khem is a compu l­ 
siv e womanizer. Neither ac­ 
tiv ity is in itself disqu alify ing , 
bu t in these two cases, so 
m u ch time is consu med and 
so m u ch corru pt activ ity is 
requ ired to finance the activ ­ 
ity that they hav e lost an es­ 
sential m easu re of the respect 
requ ired to ex ert real leader­ 
ship.” 
The personnel chief, Brig . 
Gen. Peolim Var, is accu sed 
by the report of sending in­ 
spection team s, which “ are 
bou g ht off by com m anders of 
the u nits whose pay rolls they 
a re su pposed to v erify .”

Cambodian bu ng ling , 
how­ 
ev er, has tu rned a hit-and-ru n 
psy cholog ical 
attack 
into

real m ilitary threat. 
D eclares one secret milita­ 
ry assessm ent: “ Enem y for­ 
ces hav e continu ed to m ain­ 
tain pressu re on Pnom Penh. 


Their 
presence

has g enerated concern; 
y et 
g ov ernm ent 
forces 
to

hav e been u nable to react ef­ 
fectiv ely . . . 


“ The enem y ’s efforts 
ap­ 
pear directed at psy cholog i­

(Cambodian) 
failu re to take ag g ressiv e ac­

These dispatches read like

Real Ex pense 


The real ex pense for the So­ 
v iet Union in su ch a policy of 
ex panding its influ ence in the 
world is that of fu rnishing 
arm s, military equ ipm ent and 
su pplies for the land, sea and 
air forces of certain nations. 
Among these are the Arab 
states — notably Alg eria, E g ­ 
y pt, Sy ria and Iraq — Cu ba, 
E astern Eu rope, North Korea 
and, of cou rse. North Viet­ 
nam. These cou ntries and oth­ 
ers which the Kremlin seeks 
to bring u nder its wing are 
looking to Moscow for eco­ 
nomic assistance-of the ty pe 
called “ defense su pport” — 
roads, 
rail 
facilities, 
port 
equ ipment, m erchant shipping 
and the like. 
Ru ssia’s latest v entu re in 
Asia m ade it possible for In­ 
dia to inv ade and dominate 
E ast Pakistan. This cou ld not 
hav e been done withou t Sov iet 
backing . 
Althou g h 
the 
new 
Beng al state is theoretically 
being g ranted independence, 
E ast Pakistan is an aby sm al­ 
ly poor area and will need all 
kinds of help. Since India can­ 
not afford to prov ide it — the 
Indians say they fou g ht the 
w ar to g et the Beng al re­ 
fu g ees back into E ast Pakis­ 
tan from India — this, too, 
will be u p to Moscow. 
There is a feeling now that, 
while Ru ssia m ay allow the 
Vietnam w ar to come to what 
Americans will call a “ con­ 
clu sion,” North Vietnam will 
in du e time be g iv en enou g h 
military su pport to take ov er 
Indo-China. The assu mption is 
that the United States is not 
g oing to be inv olv ed ag ain in 
w ars in Asia. The Sov iets, on 
the other hand, a re inclined 
toward 
m ore 
m ilitary 
en­ 
croachm ent on that continent. 
There is talk of redu cing 
the 
nu m ber 
of 
A merican 
troops in the North Atlantic 
T reaty Org anization, and the 
Ru ssians are pu shing h ard for 
this step. They a re willing to 
prom ise to withdraw some of 
their forces from the satellite 
cou ntries. Bu t 
the tru th is 
they want the United States to 
take its troops back across 
the Atlantic so that the K rem ­ 


lin will hav e v irtu ally a free 
hand in the fu tu re. 
With a clou d ov erhang ing 
Asia, there are also beg inning 
to be worries as to what will 
occu r when the streng th of 
NATO has been weakened. Its 
a rm at present is v ery sm all 
com pared to the larg e u nits 
which can be mobilized cu r­ 
rently by the Sov iets. 
The key to the whole pro­ 
blem of w ar and peace in Ru s­ 
sia rests with the people. Mil­ 
lions of indiv idu als are in m i­ 
litary serv ice, and the stan­ 
dard of liv ing g enerally has 
not 
improv ed m aterially 
to 
any thing like w estern norm s. 
M any persons 
a re u nhappy 
and some day will ex press 
their discontent 
in 
an ou t­ 
break ag ainst totalitarianism. 
The big task now is not 
m erely to stress in the United 
Nations 
the 
im portance 
of 
m aintaining world peace, bu t 
to conv ey the facts to the 
peoples behind the iron c u r­ 
tain. In this era of new w ay s 
of 
scientific commu nication, 
peoples ev ery w here can find 
ou t what is blocking the road 
to peace. 
The real qu estion is: when 
a re the people in the satellite 
cou ntries and in the Sov iet 
Union g oing to learn that m a ­ 
jor w ars are keeping them 
from g etting the income they 
deserv e? When will they u nite 
to stop intru sion in the liv es 
of people on other continents? 
The 
United 
States 
alone 
cannot offset w hat the Sov iets 
are planning to do with fu nds 
obv iou sly intended for m ilita­ 
ry pu rposes. The Red Chinese 
are not likely to become en­ 
tang led in a w ar with Ru ssia 
becau se they are at a m ilita­ 
ry disadv antag e—they do not 
hav e the nu clear streng th to 
com bat the enemy . 
Get Stro ng e Ho ld 
So the Sov iets are enabled 
throu g h 
the 
India-Pakistan 
qu arrel to g et a stong er hold 
on Asia. They soon will in­ 
crease their m ilitary threats 
to some of the other cou ntries 
and obtain priv ileg es for their 
nav y and military u nits which 
certainly will be u sed to tig ht­ 
en 
the 
Sov iet 
g rip on 
the 
w eaker nations in Asia. 
All 
this 
is 
an 
ex pensiv e 
m a tte r for the Ru ssians. Bu t 
u nless it 
is 
thorou g hly 
ex ­ 
posed and the Sov iet people 
learn the facts by Radio, the 
dropping of leaflets and other 
methods, there is no way to 
g e n e r a t e the natu ral in­ 
flu ences that lead to libera­ 
tion mov ements.

Leave 
that 10 of diamonds over in 
the East hand. Shift the eight 
and six of spades between 
North and South and the hand 
makes in spite of the diamond 
situation. Not that it would be 
likely to make at the table, 
but if South ruffs his deuce of 
clubs, 
draws 
trumps 
and 
leads the queen of spades he 
has developed what might be 
called a super-Vienna coup. 
West can’t afford to duck so 
he covers. This sets up two of 
East’s spades as high, but 
when South takes his last two 
trumps poor East must either 
unguard his 10 of diamonds or 
set up South’s eight of spades 
as a winner.

It said o nly 9 8 o f the ex ecu­

istratio n eco no mic plan. Ano ­ 
ther 12 2 believ ed their co m­ 
panies were affected adv ers- 
lv and 2 04 co uld see little o r 
no effect. 
Of tho se surv ey ed, 39 1 ex ­ 
pected 
to see the eco no my 
strengthened in 19 72 . They also 
were asked 
to predict ho w 
pro fits wo uld co mpare in 19 72 
with 19 71, and 33 said they ex ­ 
pected decreases, 77 saw pro f­ 
its ho lding steady , and the re­ 
mainder said pro fits sho uld go 
up between 5 and 15 per cent. 
Madden in his y ear end re­ 
po rt predicted “ inflatio n, af­ 
ter six lo ng y ears, will be sig­ 
nificantly tem pered.”

high cos t and s carcity of med­ 
ical malpractice ins urance is 
becoming as s erious for the 
public as for the medical pro­ 
fes s ion. 


This was brought out forcib­ 
ly in tes timony by s tate ins ur­ 
ance commis s ioners and other 
witnes s es in the mid-Decem­ 
ber hearings 
in Was hington 
held by the Department of 
Health, 
Education and Wel­ 


fare. 
Among the more s tartling 
dis clos ures was that only 20 
cents out of each dollar paid 
f o r 
malpractice 
ins urance 
ev er reaches a v ictim of mal­ 
practice or his fam ily . That 
compares with a claim pay ­ 
out of 42 cents on the pre­ 
mium dollar for automobile 
liability policies , a record the 
ins urance 
companies 
admit 


they are not proud of. 
Another was that malprac­ 
tice ins urance cos ts s ome hos ­ 
pitals as much as $2 a day 
per patient. 
Greater concern was v oiced 
by s ome of the commis s ioners 
ov er what they s aid was the 
cos t inflation of medical care 
and 
actual 
deterioration 
of 
medical care res ulting from 
the 
practice 
of 
“ defens iv e 
medicine” 
by 
doctors 
and 
hos pitals s eeking to s ides tep 
res pons ibility and av ert mal­ 


practice s uits . 
Penns y lv ania’s 
ins urance 
commis s ioner, 
Herbert 
De- 
nenberg, 
s aid

phy s ­ 
icians unhes itatingly order ex ­ 
tra tes ts cos ting as much as 
$100 and put patients in hos pi­

“ If I ’m wrong, I may be 
s ued for a million dollars , so 


I don’t hes itate to make the 
patient pay for an ex tra hun­ 
dred dollars worth of tes ts ,” 
he quoted one s urgeon as s ay - 


ing. 


Denenberg and other wit­ 
nes s es told HEW officials that 
defens iv e medicine als o may 
inv olv e av oiding s urgery and 
other procedures , 
regardles s 
of the medical indications , be­ 
caus e of the ris k of laws uits . 
“ It ev en includes refus al to 
treat s ome patients altogether 
if they s eem to be likely can­ 
didates for filing malpractice 
claim s ,” Denenberg tes tified. 
Tes timony s howed that ev en 
t h o u g h s ome dram atically 
large judgments 
hav e 
been 
awarded to v ictims of medi­ 
cal and hos pital malpractice, 
in the aggregate the v ictim s ’s 
chance 
of 
recov ery 
in 
the 


courts is s mall. 
Denenberg 
concluded 
that 
the malpractice problem “ is 
helping to as s ure low quality 
care at the highes t pos s ible 


price.”

“ My guests will be Fred 
Astaire, Leslie Uggams, Ethel 
Merman, Larry Kert, Peter 
Nero, Linda Bennett and Rob­ 
ert Guillaume. 
“ How many shows will you 
see with Fred Astaire singing 
12 
straight 
songs 
uninter­ 
rupted? I don’t even intro­ 
duce the guests. They just 
start singing those wonderful 


Gershwin songs. 
“ I’m dippy about Gersh­ 
win.” 


Sometimes Jack is just dip­ 
py. He has avoided television 
for a dozen years, choosing to 
star in movies from hilarious 
comedies such as “ Some Like 
It Hot” to the melodramatic 
“ Days of Wine and Roses.” 
He also directed a fine movie, 
“ Kotch.” 
Why, now a musical televi­ 
sion special? 
“ Besides being dippy about 
Gershwin, my motivation for 
doing anything is a desire for 
excitement and challenge.

Lemmon is a stimulating 
man himself. His Jalem Pro­

He is pre­ 
paring other properties for 
production, direction and ac­ 
ting. 
He is a most unusual man. 
Difficult to know. Impossible 
to analyze. But then, after all, 
he is a Harvard man.

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High Court May Look at 
Magazine Contract Case

When Leila Mourning, a 73- 
year-old Miami widow, made 
a down payment of $3.95 on 
some magazine subscriptions, 
she didn’t dream she was set­ 
ting in motion an important 
Supreme Court case. 
Mrs. Mourning agreed to 
buy the periodicals after a 
telephone call from Family 
Publications Inc., followed up 
by solicitations at her home. 
But the printed contract did 
not mention, nor did she do 
enough arithmetic to realize, 
that 
the 
total 
price 
was 
$122.45. 
She just agreed to pay $3.95 
a month for 30 months. 
W h e n she realized 
the 
amount of money involved, 
she stopped payments and be­ 
gan receiving dunning letters. 
On April 23, 1970, the Legal 
Services Senior Citizens Cen­ 
ter filed suit on her behalf in 
f e d e r a l district court in 
Miami. 
The center invoked the 1968 
Truth-in-Lending Act, which 
requires sellers to disclose fi­ 
nance charges, interest rates 
and total prices for goods 


paid for over a period of 
time. The law was designed 
to protect ghetto dwellers and 
other persons likely to be 
swayed by the prospect of low 
monthly payments. 
Federal Reserve Board re­ 
gulations apply the act’s dis­ 
closure requirements not only 
to those who fix a specific fi­ 
nance charge but also to any 
sale 
where 
payments 
are 
made in more than four in­ 
stallments. 
Federal District Judge Wil­ 
liam 
0. 
Mehrtens 
ordered 
Family Publications to pay 
Mrs. Mourning $100 as a pe­ 
nalty for failure 
to 
make 
things clear. 
The company then took the 
case to the 5th U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals and won. 
That court said there was no 
finance charge as such in­ 
volved in the case and that 
the Federal Reserve Board 
had overstepped itself in es­ 
tablishing the “ four install­ 
ment rule.” 
The rule creates an as- 
s u m p t i o n that a finance 
charge 
has 
been 
included 
when there is no proof of it 


and is therefore a denial of 
“ due process of law,” the 
court said. 
Mrs. Mourning, now repre­ 
sented by the NAACP Legal 
Defense 
Fund 
(LDF) 
has 
asked the Supreme Court to 
look at the situation. LDF re- 
c a l l e d that U.S. District 
Judge Hubert L. Will of Chi­ 
cago ruled the same way 
Mehrtens did in a similar 
case 
involving 
a 
sale 
of 
magazines to Elaine Strom- 
polos by Premium Readers 
Service. 
The 5th Circuit didn’t even 
mention the Strompolos case, 
LDF said, although according 
to Will the facts “ may well 
demonstrate why the four in­ 
stallment rule is not only sen­ 
sible but also necessary to 
prevent the Truth-in-Lending 
Act from being a hoax and a 
delusion upon the American 
public.” 
Will said anybody selling al­ 
most exclusively on long-term 
credit 
easily 
could 
set 
a 
theoretical 
case 
price 
the 
same 
as 
his 
credit 
price 
which he knows will not be 
met in less than four install­ 


ments. Thus, he could exempt 
himself from the act altoge­ 
ther. 
L D F told the 
Supreme 
Court that if the four install- 
m e n t 
rule 
is 
invalidated 
“ there will be little if any in­ 
centive to prevent merchants 
from reverting with a veng­ 
eance to the practices com­ 
mon prior to the passage of 
the act...” 
LDF referred to affidavits 
by the director and inspector 
of the Consumer Protection 
Division of Metropolitan Dade

1970, the company and two of 
its employes were convicted

Okinawa Pact 


TOKYO (U PI) - Parlia­ 
mentary disputes delayed fin­ 
al approval Monday night of 
the terms under which the 
United States will return Oki­ 
nawa to Japanese rule next 
year. 
A special session of the Diet 
(Parliament), which had been 
convened to ratify the Oki­ 
nawa treaty, ended without 
approving continued use 
of 
U.S. military bases on the 
western Pacific island. 
The Diet will reconvene in 
regular session 
Wednesday, 
and Prime Minister Eisaku 
Sato's conservatives will push 
for immediate approval of all 
Okinawan measures. 


Sato wants all 
Okinawan 
legislation completed before 
he flies to San Clemente, Ca­ 
lif., to meet President Nixon 
Jan. 6-7. 
Sato, who has staked his 
political career on obtaining 
Okinawa’s return to the rising 
sun flag, wants to ask Nixon 
to set a firm date for the rev­ 
ersion of Okinawa, the only 
Japanese territory still occu­ 
pied by U.S. military forces 
from World War II. 
Nixon will meet Sato in the 
last of the American presi­ 
dent’s nine summit confer­ 
ences with his allies before 
his trip to China and the So­ 
viet Union. 
The U.S. Senate and the 
Japanese Diet have ratified 
the 
June 
17 
treaty 
under 
which Okinawa would be re­ 
turned to Japanese rule some­ 
time next year. 
But bills dealing with the 
future administration of Oki­ 
nawa have been tied up in 
parliamentary disputes. These 
bills include a measure which 
will permit the United States 
to maintain air, naval and 
ground bases on Okinawa af­ 
ter the island is .returned to 
Japan. 
The United States has an­ 
nounced that it will retain 88 
of its 134 military facilities on 
Okinawa and plans no impor­ 
tant reduction in its present 
troop strength of about 50,000.

China Outdoing Russ in Foreign 
Aid to Less- Developed Nations 


WASHINGTON (U PI) -The 
State Department said Mon­ 
day that Communist China in 
1970 outspent the Soviet Union 
in foreign aid to less-devel­ 
oped nations in a bid to in­ 
crease its influence as an in­ 
ternational power. 
The Bureau of Intelligence 
and Research revealed that 
China pledged $709 million to 
seven countries compared to 
only $204 million in aid from 
th e S o v i e t s 
to 
n i n e 
countries. 
The 
45-page 
report 
said 
China boosted its aid in an ef­ 
fort to play “ a greater role as 
an international power” as 
the nation emerges from the 
effects of the “ cultural revo­ 
lution” . 
As an 
indication 
of 
the 
magnitude of the 
increase, 
the report said the $709 mil­ 
lion represented 43 per cent 
of all the aid the Chinese ex­ 
tended since 1956. Mainland 
China apparently extended no 
significant aid in 1969 and 
only $56 million in 1968. 


The foreign aid pledged by 


the 
Soviet Union 
was 
the 


“ smallest annual Soviet com­ 


mitment since 1962 and was 
less than one-third of the $662 
million extended in 1969,” the 
report said. 
‘ ‘ Th e E a s t European 
countries accounted for the 
remainder of the total Com­ 
munist 
aid 
extensions 
in 
1970 —$187 million,” the re­ 
port said. “ This amount rep­ 
resents a reduction of nearly 
19 per cent from 1969 when 
$230 million was pledged.” 


According 
to 
the 
study, 
which was made available to 
UPI, the Communist Chinese 
aid was destined for seven 
less-developed 
nations 
with 
Pakistan, Tanzania and Zam­ 
bia each receiving $200 mil­ 
lion. 
It said no foreign students 
have been identified as study­ 
ing in 
Chinese 
universities 
since the cultural revolution 
while Russia has increased 
the number of foreign stu­ 


dents and instructed about 
12,500 in 1970. 
In 1970, the Chinese had 8,- 
110 technicians working in Af­ 
rica, East Asia, Latin Ameri­ 
ca or the Near East. The So­ 
viet Union sent 10,600 abroad 
and East European countries 
supplied 5,300. 
Despite the reduction in aid 
to less developed nations, the 
Russians remained the major 
communist 
arms 
supplier, 
pledging $800 million in wea­ 
pons in 1970. 
The Russians also exported 
a large number of military ad­ 
visers in 1970, sending 14,000 
to the United Arab Republic, 
1.0(H) to Syria, 250 to Iraq, 150 
to Southern Yaman, 300 to 
Samalia and 400 to India. A 
separate study available at the 
State Department showed that 
Peking has now stationed 52 
ambassadors or high - level 
representatives in 54 countries. 
During the cultural revolution 
between 1966 and 1968, China 
brought home virtually all its 
envoys. 


Montana Demo Backs G o vt. Farm 
Support Rate Hike, Rebuts Butz 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - A 


farm price-boosting bill at­ 


tacked by Agriculture Secret­ 


ary Earl L. Butz offers “ the 
most positive and direct way 
to increase farm income,” a 
House Democrat said today. 
R e p . 
J o h n 
Melcher, 
D-Mont., cosponsor of the bill 
which would increase support 
rates for 
wheat 
and 
feed 
grains by 25 per cent, said in 
a rebuttal to Butz that pas­ 
sage of the bill would not 
likely reduce farmer enroll­ 
ment in the 1972 surplus control 
program for corn and other 
feed grains. 
Melcher’s comments were 
telephoned from his Forsyth, 
Mont., home after publication 
of a UPI interview in which 
Butz said he hopes the Senate 
will reject the price support 
measure. The bill, sponsored 
by Melcher and Rep. Mark 
Andrews, R-N.D., passed the 


House earlier this month as 
an amendment to a measure 
setting up a national grain re­ 
serve stockpile. Senate action 
is expected early in 1972. 
Th e Agriculture Depart­ 
ment already has announced 
1972 supports for corn at a 
national average of $1.05 per 
bushel and for wheat at $1.25 
per bushel, both unchanged 
from 1971. The Melcher-An- 
drews bill would lift the corn 
support to $1.31 a bushel and 
wheat to $1.56. These “ sup­ 
port loan” rates are guaran­ 
teed by the government to 
farmers 
who 
comply 
with 
acreage controls, 
and 
thus 
serve to undergird the open 
market price. 
Butz said the higher feed 
grain 
price 
supports 
man­ 
dated by the bill for both 1971 
and 1972 crops would make it 
“ very, very difficult” to get 
farmers 
to 
agree 
to 
idle 
enough 
land next year 
to 


avoid a continued feed grain 
surplus. 
Melcher, 
however, 
con­ 
tended 
the history of 
this 
year’s farm program 
indi­ 
cates Butz’s forecast is mista­ 
ken. 
Th e 
Montana 
lawmaker 
also took issue with Butz’s 
charge that a higher support 
loan rate —which would raise 
market prices for grain — 
would “ wreck” grain export 
prospects. 
Melcher 
said 
it 
was unfair to expect farmers 
to underwrite exports by ac­ 
cepting low prices, and noted 
the government already has 
an operating system of export 
subsidies. These subsidies can 
bridge the gap between in­ 
creased domestic prices and 
lower world prices, he said. 
Melcher 
said 
Agriculture 
Department estimates 
indi­ 
cated 
passage 
of

bill 
would increase wheat export 
subsidies by $199 million.

Unravel Fish 


Poison Secret 


B E R K E L E Y

as saxitoxin, so potent only 


10-millionths of an ounce can 


cause death. 


Saxitoxin periodically con­ 
taminates clams, crabs, mus­ 
sel and other shellfish. 
The California State Health 
Department imposes shellfish 
quarantines along the entire 
California Coast from May 1 
to Oct. 31 because of saxito­ 
xin. 
Chemist 
Henry 
Rapaport 
and two associates, John L. 
Wong and Rudolph Oesterlin, 
said it took them 10 years of 
research to work out the for­ 
mula. 
In an article in the current 
Journal of the American Che­ 
mical Society, the resarchers 
said saxitoxin is a small or­ 
ganic molecule with a highly 
a l k a l i n e , complex con­ 
figuration. 
It is also related to one of 
t h e 
basic 
chemical 
con­ 
stituents of heredity in living 
cells. 
In addition to aiding in the 
search for an antidote for sa­ 
xitoxin, for which there is 
now 
no 
known 
cure, 
the 
scientists said the chemical 
formula should help in the 
field of neurophysicology. 
Saxitoxin is known to block 
th e p a s s a g e of certain 
charged 
particles 
through 
never cel! menbranes, Rapa­ 
port and his colleagues said. 
Knowing the chemical com­ 
position may help make it 
possible to synthesize a “ de­ 
blocking” substances and lead 
to new ways of treating nerve 
disorders. 


Cite Alarming Soviet Air 
Power Growth in Egypt 


LONDON (UPI) — Russia 
has increased its air power in 
Egypt in recent months by as 
much as 50 per cent, dipl­ 
omatic sources said today. 
The sources said that the 
Soviets have increased their 
arsenal of MIG21 and the la­ 
test MIG23’s from about 100 
planes to as many as 150. The 
planes are piloted by the So­ 
viets. 
The increase of air power 
parallels a step up of Soviet 
weapons 
supplies to Egypt 
during the past month. The 
sources 
said 
deliveries 
of 
weapons to the Egyptians was 
continuing and was expected 
to go on into 1972. 
However, the extent of the 
Soviet commitment to Cairo 
in case of any new outbreak 


of fighting remained uncer­ 
tain. 
Officially 
the 
Soviets 
have said they are committed 
to assist Egypt with arms and 
help for their air defenses. 
Soviet diplomats have said 
privately that Russia will not 
allow the Arabs to suffer ano­ 
ther defeat at the hands of Is­ 
rael as they did in the 1967 
war. 
The diplomatic sources said 
that despite some reports to 
the contrary, the 
Russians 
who have manned the SAM3 
ground-to-air missiles still are 
at their posts and also are 
controlling radar installations 
used for tracking for the mis­ 
siles. 
The buildup of the MIG jet 
fighters could constitute a po­ 
werful element in any new 


Arab-Israeli hostilities if they 
are used by the Soviets to de­ 
fend Egyptian air space. With 
Soviets piloting the planes it 
would make any Israeli incur­ 
sion much more hazardous. 
H o w e v e r , 
diplomatic 
sources said they felt this 
would not necessarily stop the 
Israeli air force 
from 
at­ 
tempting to carry out whate­ 
ver action it considers neces­ 
sary in case of a new war. 
The MIG23s are faster than 
the Phantom jets supplied to 
Israel by the United States. 
In addition to being used in 
Egyptian 
air 
space 
there 
have 
been 
indications 
the 
MIG23s also are being used 
for reconnaissance missions 
into the Mediterranean NATO 
area.
